London, Aug. 10.— Over a curv­ 
ing front of more than 20 miles 
the British and French troops are 
continuing to sweep the Germans 
back eastward across the plain of 
Picardy from the region north of 
the Somme, east of Morlancourt 
to the eastern bank of the Avre 
northwest of Montdidier. 
Aa on the first day of the of­ 
fensive, 
material 
progress

made over the entire battle front. 
M any additional villages were cap­ 
tured; the bag of prisoners was 
largely increased; numerous guns 
and great quantities of war stores 
were taken and heavy casualties 
were inflicted on the
